By letter dated November 1, 2007, MECO requested that

the commission suspend the docket, pending the issuance of an

interim decision and order in Docket No. 2006-0387, MECO’s

2007 test year rate case. MECO also requested that the

commission stay Order No. 23788. According to MECO, in

Docket No. 2006-0387, MECO and the Consumer Advocate proposed to

include a normalized level of IRP planning costs in base rates,

which, if approved by the commission, would result in MECO

terminating recovery of its IRP planning costs through its

IRP Cost Recovery Provision, and withdrawal of its Application in

this docket. MECO represents that the Consumer Advocate concurs

with MECO’s proposal to suspend the docket.

Based on the foregoing, the commission will suspend

the docket. As the commission is suspending the docket,

Order No. 23788 is stayed until further order of the commission.
